Should be do so he 
will prove the greatest public benefactor 
the country has had since the war, and 
Grover Cleveland would shrink into 
nothingness 
Over Production —Horses, Sheep 


The junior Democratic organ, some 


days ago, published an article tending to 
show that the low price of horses is due 
ta over-production, brought about by 
electricity and other motive powers, and 
that this accounts for the decline in the 
price of horse*. The last bulletin, issued 
by Secretary J. Sterling Morton, of the 
Agricultural Department, Washington, 
devoted to live stock, says there were 
125,663 less horses in the country in 
January, 1894, than thare were in January 


1898, 
and that the average decline in 


piioe between these dates was 913.39 per 
head, or a total decrease in the value of 
horses of ,223,000,386 in one year, while 
the number of bones was all the time 
decreasing. If there is anything in these 
official figures, they show that over- 
production was not reducing the price, 
unless it was the over-production of 
Damooratio votes la 1892. 


Then, again, the Herald- Dispatch 


speaks of electricity, and other mohre 
powers, as supplanting the use of horses 
and causing a surplus of horses. But 
this theory is proven to be barren by 
the same bulletin, from the secretary of 
agriculture, in the item of sheep. The 
bulletin shows that in January 1894, 
there were 2,225,536 less sheep in the 
country than in January 1893, and that 
the value of aheap had declined, in that 
period, from »125.909,264 to 88,186,110, a 
total deoline of »86,728,154. Surely the 
introduction of electricity did not have 
the effect of oaneing a surplus of abeep. 


Every other claw of live stock and 


poultry, except nulch cows, ehows a re- 
lative decline in pnae for the year, and 
completely destroys the theory of over 
production. The bulletin figures show 
that the whole trouble ii chargeable to 
the dittraction of the ability of the peo- 
ple to consume, by an overproduction of 
Democratic votes and illogical and de- 
structive theories. 


All Hope Gone. 


Congressman Allen of Mississippi is 


something of a humorist, but in his 
speeches in congress he employs his gift 
in this direction to impress his views 
upon congress.

GLADSTONE SPEAKS 


And Throws Down the Gage of 


Battle to the Lords. 


TBE AMENDED PIRISH CODICILS BILL 


To be Passed as It Came from the 


House «f Lords—The Necessity for 


the Premier's Resignation Said 


to be Imperative. 


LOXDOX, March 2.—Mr. Gladstone 


made his appearance in the house of 
commons at 3:30 'o'clock yesterday af- 
ternoon. 
He was received with pro* 


longed cheers, which were repeated 
with more enthusiastic applause as he 
arose to [speak on the parish councils 
bill He was in excellent voice and 
showed no signs of physical weakness. 
The government, he said, was of the 
opinion that the time for the passage 
of the parish councils bill back and 
forth between the two houses had 
ended and had determined upon a de- 
cisive course. 


Hon. William E Gladstone. 


Refusal to adopt the amendments of 


the house of lords means the loss of 
the bill. The other day the govern- 
ment was obliged to lose a bill because 
the house of lords had entirely de- 
stroyed the principle of it. In the 
case of the parish councils bill, how- 
ever, the principle of the extension of 
the local government remained, there- 
fore the government was willing to 
withdraw its opposition to the amend- 
ments of the house of lords. 


It was perfectly obvious, he said, 


that a collision between the two 
houses could not be continued. [Pro- 
longed cheers.] The government in ac- 
cepting the lords amendments did not 
intend to end the controversy by any 
means. It was a matter to be submit- 
ted to the arrangement of a nation. 
[Cheers.] The government intended 
to take the parish councils bill just as 
it came from the house of lords in or- 
der to save it from the wreck of the 
session; but he desired to make it clear 
that the real issue involved the right 
of the house of lords to interfere with 
the work of the house of commons 
[Enthusiastic cheers,] 


Mr. Balfour, who was cheered as he 


arose, said that the speech just made 
by Mr. Gladstone amounted ro a dec- 
laration of war upon the house of 
lords. He did not fear the premier's 
coverlf threats. 
If the government 


would appeal to the country the con- 
servatives would welcome the attempt 
to make public opinion of the house of 
lords the issue. 


Several minor amendments made to 


the bill by the house of lords were ac- 
cepted without debate, and the house 
then adjourned until Monday. 


The Necessity for Mr. Oladatone'a Re- 
tirement Imperative. 


LONBOX. March 2.—A nexvs agency 


is authority for the statement that 
Mr. Gladstone's secretary said yester- 
day afternoon that the premier's resig- 
nation would be forthcoming in a very 
short time, the circumstances to which 
it is due being such as to admit of lit- 
tle, if any, further delay. The secre- 
tary said that at yesterday's audience 
Mr. Gladstone informed the queen that 
his failing eyesight, deafness and ad- 
vanced age made it imperative that he 
should relinquish the cares and re- 
sponsibilities of his office. 


Tht« Looks Authentic). 


LONDON, March 3.—A local news bu- 


reau states that Mr. Gladstone's secre- 
tary has informed it that the resigna- 
tion of Mr. Gladstone will soon be 
tendered.

Them, and Sboote and Kills the 


Negro's Pal —Justified by 


a Coroner's Jury. 


60JJEKV1LLE, N. J., March 2.—A hor- 


rible tragedy occurred eary yesterday 
morning at the home of Moore Baker, 
near Franklin Park, in this county. 
Mr. Bttker'fc wife and 1-year old oaiy 
were murdered, and their murderers, 
Willard Thompson and Henry Baker, 
both young negroes, were killed by the 
frenzied husband and father of the 
victims. Baker i& a powerfully-built 
younp farmer, of about 30 years and is 
quite well off. He married Louisla 
Evans three years ago, and a baby girl 
was the result of the union. 


Henry Baker, the you ng negro, has 


worked for Moore Baker's father for 
years, and has often worked for the 
son also. 
Wednesday afternoon, when 


he quit work for the day, he asked Mr. 
Baker for a loan of two dollars. Mr. 
Baker asked him if he could change a 
$100 bill, and, upon the negro saying- 
'no,'' he produced the bill and showed 
it to him. This monev was n hat the 
negroes were after. 


At about 1 o'eloik \esterilay morn- 


ing Mr. and Mr^ IJnki. r were awakened 
by two negroes standing at the foot of 
the bed. 
They wt-re recognized as 


Henry Baker and Wulaid Thompson. 
Thompson was ai med with an axe 
which lie had taken from the wood 
ailc in the real of the house, and both 
negroes weie in their htoiking- feet, 
their shoes l>ein^ iound on the back 
stoop in the morning. 


The rao'nent Mis Kaiier sruv the 


negroes 
she 
scummed. 
Thompson 


leaned over the footboard and struck 
Mrs. Baker on the head with the ax, 
cutting a fearful gash and killing her 
instantly. He then \\ent around to 
the crib and struck the baby twice 
with tile a>, each time making a deep 
wound. The little one made a con- 
vulsive spring Umard its mother and 
expired. 


In the meantime Mr. Baker had 


jumped out of bed and grappled with 
the negro, Thompson, who still held 
the Koody axe, and a frightful strug- 
gle ensued for its possession. 
Mr. 


Baker finally overpowered the negro 
and attacked him with the axe. Seven 
times he sank the axe in the negro's 
head before the latter fell to the floor 
dead. 


Baker then dropped the ax and ran 


for his double-barreled gun, which, 
loaded \vith Xo. 3 buckshot, stood in a 
corner of (he room. Seizing the weap- 
on, he walked to a small room where 
Baker, the other negro, had concealed 
himself. With a bound the negro 
sprang into the hall and darted toward 
the back stairs, only to receive the full 
charge of one barrel in the right side 
of his face 
He fell with a groan, and 


lay where he fell until he died at 6 
o'clock. 


Then Mr Baker, perceiving that his 


wife 
and 
child were indeed dead, 


called in Dr. Hoagland and several 
neighbors, who remained in the house 
with him for some time. 


At 11 o'clock yesterday morning Cor- 


oner Adair arrived, and aftei an ex- 
amination impaneled a jury, who in- 
spected the bodies. 


After ten minutes' deliberation the 


jury returned a verdict of murder in 
theoaseof the mother and child, and 
of justifiable homicide as to the killing 
of the two negroes, thus exonerating 
Mr. Baker. 


Two Dead Bodies Found. 


BERLIN, March 2.-—Early yesterday 


morning a policeman, patrolling a 
street in Grosslichterfeldt, a suburb of 
this city, found lying on the ground, 
only a few feet apart, the dead bodies 
of two men. 
Examination showed 


them to have been killed by stabbing, 
both bodies being covered with dag- 
ger wonnds. At first it was supposed 
that the men had killed each other in 
a duel, bnt it has since been estab- 
lished that they were murdered. - 


The bodies have been identified as 


those of a tradesman iiamed Dettlof 
and a gardener named Knrry. The 
authorities are investigating the case.
